Turning to the Irish question the Pre- 
mier said he wished, if possible, to remove 
the misunderstanding between Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland. which had, for centuries, 
been such-a source of misery tp the ono 
and embarrassment and. wonkness to the 
other. He would have regarded that ns 
a gteat victory for tho Allied forces, as 
something that would have given strength 
to the armies and:to the Allies, He was 


convinced now that it was 0 misunder- 
standing, partly racial and partly re- 
ligious. It was to the interest. of both to 
have it removed, but there seemed to 
have been some ovil chance that frustrat- 
ed every. effort. made: for the ‘achievement 
of better relations. : 

He had tried once, but did not succeed ;

On our side the 
bombers stood always ready, waiting for 
tho frst sound of real!’ activity to turn 
the other side into & shambles, “Doubtless 
over the way Afessieurs les Buches waited 
in-similar fashion for us, : 

This space is blocked.on either side by
